Parents unhappy with 
reduced busing plan

In an emergency meeting trig 
gered by a number of concerned 
parents’ phone calls, the Wilming 
ton School Committee voted three 
to two last Wednesday to accept the 
scheduled bus routes for this school 
year, Parents had phoned seve 
committeemen to question why 
some kindergarten and first grade 
students would be walking rather 
than riding to school, despite pre 
Vious assurances they would be 
bused 

The problem, according to Supt 
William Fay, is the lack of money 
due to budget constraints 

It’s a matter of priorities, We're 
just trying to make do with the 
resources that we have, And it's not 
over with,” said Fay, noting that the 
school department could be asked 
to sustain another $250,000 in cuts, 

Athletic Director Jim Gillis, who 
headed up the team effort to sche 
dule the bus routes, told the board 
state law and policy largely deter 
mined who would ride the 10 
elementary and nine se 
condary school buses available 
State law dictates that anyone over a 
two mile radius in grades 9-12 must 
be bused while anyon mile- 
and-a-half limit in grades K-8 must 
be bused. In some cases, admitted 
Gillis, kindergarten and first grade 
students will be walking to school 
with older siblings. He said com 
miticemen would be provided with 
a list of those youngsters soon 

Besides a reduced number of 
buses, down from fillcen for cach 
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level last year, were other pros 
pective problems, Gillis explained 
that the buses will be "packed" this 
year with an of 65 
youngsters on cach.

No agreement yet 
on budget cuts

There was a lot ‘of discussion 
about the town's $536,298 deficit at 
a joint meeting of the school com: 
mittee, selectmen, and finance com: 
mittee Tuesday night, but little in 
the way of a solution to the town's 
continuing budget woes 

Only two concrete solutions were 
offered. Kevin Sowyrda of the 
Shawshcen Tech School Committee 
said his board, which was “sen. 
sitive” to the town's fiscal crisis, 
had unanimously voted to reduce 
assessments to the five member 
towns by 2.2 percent. This will 
mean a savings to Wilmington of 
$24,318, which is expected to be 
returned to the town in June, he ad. 
ded. 

Another possible solution came 
under prolonged discussion. Many 
present favored the idea of trying 
to convince the Wilmington Rede- 
velopment Authority to gift the 
town with all or part of the almost 
$600,000 in the WRA account for 
the development of Wilmington 
Town Center. If that isn't pos- 


sible, it was suggested an article be 
drawn up to take the funds at Oct 
ober's special town mecting, 

This suggestion had been made at 
prior mectings by Sclectman Mich 
acl McCoy. McCoy and others 
advocated taking the funds, though 
Selectman Jim Stewart warned that 
this would only be a short term 
solution to a long term problem. It 
was pointed out that, legally, the 
town cannot demand the money but 
can only request it as a gift 

The FY 1990 budget shortfall was 
caused by reductions in local aid 
According to Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski, the original $870,878 
budget deficit has been revised 
downward to $538,379, thanks to 
reductions in the MWRA assess 
ment and the retirement fund. 

Under a reduction pkin proposed 
by the town manager, the town 
would be forced to cut its budget 
further by $273,352, the school 
department would have to cut its 
budget by another $242,022, and 
the Tech would need to cut 24 
to meet the total shortfall. The plan 
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was met with resistence on the part 
of the school committee and some 
members of fincom, who claimed 
the school department had already 
borne an inequitable share of the 
burden as a result of town meeting 
action and cannot bear anymore: 
Fincom’s Walter Kaminski claim 
ed the town manager's plan was 
unfair since an additional $242,000 
found before town meeting and 
only distributed to the town side of 
the ledger as a result of a town 
meeting vote. Stapezynski disputed 
that, saying the monies came from

Rocco loses appeal 
on sale of App land 


When it comes to friendship, 
there's nothing wrong with a 
handshake. But when it comes to 
business, a handshake, even be 
tween friends, is not enough 

The state appeals court on Aug 
14, affirmed a ruling in a superior 
court case which refused a real 
estate broker his commission on a 
case, because no purchase and sale 
agreement was signed, 

The case involved former 
Wilmington sclectman Rocco De 
Pasquale, and Joseph App, a retired 
Wilmington contractor. The two 
men had been friends for many 
years as fellow members of the 
Lions Club 

Mediplex, a firm which recently 
opened a $7 million nursing home 
on Woburn Street, first purchased 
land on Hillside Way. Neighbors, 
however, were quite opposed to 
having a nur in the area. 
Rocco, a licensed real estate brok 
er, then kept hi out for 
another parcel which might be 
suitable for the nursing home. 

When Joe App retired in 1986 
and sold his contracting business to 
Ray Lepore, Rocco inquired about 
App's land, Main 
Street. App told him he was talking

offer being $500,000 

Rocco said he thought he could do 
better than that, if App would let 
him. App agreed and they shook 
hands. 

Rocco approached Jon Tresslow 
of Mediplex, who toured the 
property and was interested. There 
were several details to be worked 
out, but Mcdiplex was willing to 
pay $600,000 for the property 
Rocco would make a commission 
of $60,000, ten percent of the sale 

Three days before the purchase 
and sale agreement was to be 
signed, Rocco received a call from 
Attorney Mike Tyner, who had 
been retained to represent App. He 
told Rocco that he was advising 
App that he could not sign the 
purchase and sale agreement 
Why? There was a valid option on 
the property 

When App sold his contracting 
business to Lepore, he also sold 
him an option on the land, valid 
until February 1987. The option

So, you're afraid of bats? 


The following editorial was published in the Vermont 
News Guide, in Manchester Center, Vermont. It was 
written by Jack Quinn, editor and publisher. 

We had a visitor at our house one night last week. A 
Vermont brown bat found its way in and then became 
confused by the lights and the confined spaces of our 
bedrooms and upstairs hall. Frantically trying to find its 
way out, it flew from room to room, brushing the walls 
and ceilings as it swooped, now high, now low 
Occasionally it rested, hanging head down, using its wing 
fingers to grasp the wall at ceiling height, and watching 
us. I'm sure it expected to be eaten at any moment and so, 
being a sensible little animal, it stayed as far away as 
possible. 

I tried bat removal method number one, which is to 
close the doors, open the windows, and tum off the 
lights. At some point during the night, the bat will find 
its own way out. The disadvantage of this method is that 
it takes too long and no one is going to convince children 
that the bat is really gone and that it's ok to go to slecp. 
Bat removal method number two is quicker and painless, 
both for the children and the bat. When the bat is hanging 
on the wall and resting, approach slowly and put a 
wide-mouthed gallon jar over it. Slide a paper or a thin 
book between the jar mouth and the wall and the bat's a 
prisoner, In our case, everyone took a good look at the 
bat before we released it on the porch and watched it fly 
into the night

Demos earns PhD 


From the streets of Greece to the halls of academia

A Wilmington man who survived 
cight years in the strects of Greece 
during World War II, attended 
kindergarten at age 13, graduated 
from high school at age 19, and 
compiled an impressive list of 
credentials in the educational ficld 
since then has recently earned his 
Doctorate in Education. 

Dr. James Demos of Hopkins 
Street currently serves as a soft- 
spoken, and sometimes outspoken, 
member of the Wilmington School 
Committee. He is also what is 
known as a survivor. 

“I'm not afraid to try anything. If 
you told me to climb to the top of 
ihe tee, probably I'd go out there 
and break my neck and try it 
There's no ceiling to anything; we 
make our own ceilings, 
tained as he recently related high: 
lights of his incredible life thus far. 

What is most obvious as you talk 
with Jim is the way his early 
childhood shaped the man he is 
today. Though he was born in the 
United States, he spent much of his 
early life in Greece. His dad, 
Anastos, decided to take his family 
there for a vacation in 1939 when 
Jim was five, By a quirk of fate, war 
broke out and Jim and his two 
brothers were stuck there for the 
duration, While in Greece, Jim's 
mom died and his grief-stricken dad 
Jeft the boys in the care of an aunt in 
Louxava and took off for southern 
Greece. 

"We really lived off the streets, 1 
was a goat herder. That's how we 
survived, doing odds and ends, re 
called Jim. 

Those odds and ends included 
stealing items from the Germans 
and selling them to the Greek Un: 
derground for food, working in 
tobacco ficlds, and stealing v 
tables from fields for nourishment. 

During the lean war years, Jim 
saw his share of horror and tra- 
gedy. He saw mothers abused by 
soldiers in front of their children. 
He saw males 16 years and older 
ordered to leave the village or be 
rounded up and put in prison. He 
hid in holes in the ground during 
bombing raids and, one time, help: 
ed hide gold rings in a pile of 
cornhusks to keep them out of 
German hands. His father, mean: 
while, worked as an interpreter for 
the English Underground and was 
imprisoned for a time by the 
Germans. 

One incident stands out clearly in 
Jim's mind. On August 15, 1 
the villagers were preparing to 
celebrate the Blessed Mother's name 
date when they received warning 
from the Germans not to celebrate 
that year. The villagers decided to 
ignore the warning. As the day 


wore on, 16 planes swooped out of 
the sky ahd opened fire. Jim and his 
brothers were pushed aside by their 
dad, but others weren't as lucky 
Many of the villagers met certain 
death, like the clarinet player who 


was cut down as he ran across the 
field. 

In looking back, Jim views his 
carly years as part of “another” life. 
He also recalls that his first chance 
at a formal education came in a 
Greek version of a one room school 
house. In his village, children sat by 
grades on separate benches and 
were taught by an itinerant teacher, 
who would work in exchange for 
food. Jim learned his numbers 
through what he laughingly calls 
“the visual approach to learning.” 

"The way I learned to count was 
this way -- they had a lot of bedbugs 
and the one who could count the 
most could also count the highest, 
said Jim 

After the American Red Cross 
evacuated its citizens from Greece, 
Jim was placed in a school in Cam: 
bridge, Massachusetts. Since he 
could only speak Greek, Jim was

where all we did was fight with 
s." Thanks to his father's 
ation to provide his sons 
with the education he never had, 
however, Jim was moved to a 
regular kindergarten class at a 
and, over the years, met with 
successes like becoming clas 
dent during his junior year and 
earning a varsity letter in football in 
his freshmen year 

It was a few exceptional teach 
like English teacher Miss May 
and Latin instructor Miss Dc 
who provided Jim,with the 1 
inspiration and self-esteem to 
school despite the odds, They helped 
him shape his current philosophy 
that states “you have to like yourself 
and you have to try. Others will 
help you when they sce you 

Jim also had his share of teachers 
and counselors who a ‘d him to 
drop out of schoo! because of his 
problems with the English language 
and his late start. Undaw 1, Jim 
became determined to surmount his 
difficulties. He attended summer 
school for cight years and studied, 
not only formal Greek and English, 
but a smattering of French, Span: 
ish, and Latin as well. Jim pushed 
himself to complete high school by 
age 19 and went on to earn a 
Bachelor of Scicnee degree.from 
Suffolk University, a Master of 
Education degree from Salem 
State, and finally his Doct in 
Education from Boston College just 
this year, Today, Jim is certified in 
seven arcas, juding a 
intendent of schoo 
psychologist. He 
professional organizatic 
the Adiministrator of S) 
cation of Medford Public 

Jim generously attributes mu 
his success in the

ational field to 


people who provided him oppor- 
lunitics along the way. In tur, he 
has tried to provide opportunities 
for all children, most especially the 
special needs youngsters he has 
taught over the years. 

While a special needs teacher in 
Wilmington, for example, Jim was 
then, as he is today, an unabashed 
advocate for his kids. In 1959, when 
money targeted for special edu- 
cation got sidetracked into other 
areas, Jim pushed for its return. He 
carned a diploma as a cabinet maker 
in night school to help provide 
vocational training for students with 
little hope of a career after high 
school. He worked side by side with 
his special needs students in metal 
shop making products and teaching 
the fundamentals of math through 
the sale of those same products, 

As an administrator of special 
education in Lowell, Jim was the 
list person to sct up a testing 
program for youngsters referred to 
his department. He worked closely 
with area hospitals to obtain therapy 
and evaluations for those in his care. 
One time, at his invitation, 
representatives from Purity Su- 
preme visited and set up a simulated 
store atmosphere in his school to 
train handicapped youngsters in the 
retail business. Later, those same 
studenis were offered jobs in the 
store. All told, Jim was able to give 
his special kids self-confidence and 
the needed tools for surviving in an 
often hostile world. 

While Jim's dad provided the 
impetus to better himself through 
education, it was his wife Eleanor 
says Jim, who most influenced his 
life with her constant encourage 
ment and support. Between them, 
they have raised three children: 
Jamic, 22; J 20; and Jodi,17. 
y have also made several trips 
to Greece, At least two of those 
visits they would rather forget. 

In 1963, Jim and a friend were 
detained by ‘the government and 
fied into the Greek army 
horrified wives waited 
‘on the sidelines for the mess to be 
straightened out. Out of a 36-day 
ation, recalls Jim, who can now 
h about the incident, 20 of those 
days were spent caught up in red 
lape and urging the Greek Pentagon 
to return his passport so Jim could 
return home. 

On another occasion in 1965, Jim 
and Eleanor ended up visiting 
Athens in the middle of the student 
riots. After their MG was bashed in 
by the mob and panic started to set 
in, the couple held aloft a picture of 
the Greek president and were al 
lowed to pass through the strects 

In 1973, Jim began the long road 
to carning his doctorate, something 
he calls “an accomplishment you 
can't describe.” He completed 56 
hours of coursework, took his 
comprehensive exam in 1981, and 
worked several years on his dis- 
sertition dealing with dropout rates 
of special education students with a

The 20th anniversary of Wood- 
stock, that watershed outdoor event 
in upstate New York. 

The 20th anniversary of landing 
men on the moon, perhaps the most 
amazing technological achievement 
of our century. 

‘And the 20th anniversary of the 
death of my Dad. 

William H. "Sonny" Conlon, Jr., 
was born in Lowell to a successful 
physical therapist of that name. Bill 
was a graduate of Keith Academy 
and served a few years in Texas 
with the Army. For a while he had 
his own physical therapy practice in 
Lowell, but later worked in P.T. 
for Somerville Hospital. 

Bill Conlon married Rita Murray 
of Tyngsboro, and together they 
gave rise to six children, two sons 
and four daughters, all of whom 
survive and miss him terribly 

Twenty years ago this weekend, 
Bill Conlon came down with chest 
pains after playing softball, and a 
few short hours later he was gone. 
That's it. Gone. He was cut down by 
a massive heart attack, or properly 
a myocardial infarction. He was 41. 

Just like that, our lives changed 
forever. There was no warning, no 
deathbed watch, or days of praying 
for his recovery. Around 10 p.m. 
on that fateful night, the word came 
in from the hospital that he was 
gone, and the screams and crying 
began. I can still hear the screams. 

At first I didn't realize the depth 
of my loss. Sure it hurt, but the pain 
was manageable. I was only 14, the 
oldest of the six kids, and I was sad 
atthe event. Just sad. 

But my pain grew as time passed. 
It never occurred to me then how 
much I'd really lost that aight. With 
cach passing ycar, my loss grew. It 
hurts more now than it did in 1969. 

"The Wall" came when I reached 
my teenage years, and there was no 
Dad there to answer those delicate 
questions about the opposite sex. 
How could I have even guessed the 
questions at 14 which plagued me 
so terribly at 17? 

Dad had begun to tcach me about 
hunting when he passed, but we did 
go fishing a lot. My memory is full 
of brief snippets about time spent 
fishing. The snippets are too brief, 
too few. I can remember ice fishing 
on Lake Winnesquam, and dunking 
a worm in the big brook across the 
strcet, or trying (0 coax a trout out 
of a roadside stream that I haven't 
been able to find since that day. 


Or dream-like images of my Dad 
asiecp in the boat on a hot summer 
day, or working a perch fillct along 
the edge of the lily pads, to tempt a 
big pickcrel into blasting it. Mental 
images of that sort are precious. 
And I've got those mental pictures 
only because I was the oldest. My 
brother, Kevin, loves to fish, but he 
had to teach himself. He was too 
never got to go fishing with his Dad 
since he was too young at the time. 
He feels the pain,-but he-hasn't any 
jemories to comfort him. 

But that’s all I have -- flickers of 
how life once was, and can never be 
again, Right now I'd give my right 
arm to go fishing with my Dad, or 
sit down and buy him a beer -- just 
once, But it will never be. 

Thankfully, my dear uncle John 
took me under his wing, and taught 
me to hunt. If not for him, I'd have 
been someone else today, and I may 
never have written this story for a 
newspaper. I'm different, and I can 
only thank those who were there as 
I grew into what I am. 

Uncle John took me hunting and 
fishing, but God alone knows why 
he put up with such a lanky, noisy 
pup at his heels, I surely cost him at 
least a dozen deer with all the noise 
I made, but Uncle John never said a 
word about it. Tolerate me he did, 
and slowly I came around, That's a 
debt I can never repay. 

Later I came to rely on friends as 
fishing partners, but marriage has 
now claimed most of them. It's just 
too much to ask for a married man 
to disappear without warming for a 
night of fishing, so I often go alone. 
My wife puts up with it because she 
says I come home mellower after a 
fishing trip. Thanks, hon. Fishing 
does leave me mellow. 

Still, I'd give anything to take my » 
Dad fishing, just one more time. 
He's the fishing buddy I never had, 
at least not since I've come out of 
the fog of childhood. Oh, the things 
we could talk about. Have I met his 

cgpectations? Docs he approve? Is 
he any good with a rubber worm? 

Those of you reading this, don't 
let your Dad slip away, or you may 

lament that mistake for the rest of 
your life. Having a Dad is a luxury, 
ot a duty, and he won't always be 
there, Don't take him for granted. 

Your Dad can be your best friend 
and fishing buddy, or he might be a 
royal pain, That doesn't matter, be- 
cause he's family and that's closer 
than any friend you can ever have. 

If you fight with your Dad, shame 
‘on both of you. It takes two to fight,

In fact, Michacl loves it: the 
four-fifths cut in salary; the fact 
he could afford to donate rent 
free, home-based office space to 
the organization; the 36-hour-a 
day responsibility; the constant 
phone calls; the recent totally 
unexpected "promotion" to direc- 


tor-of-it-all, complete with move 
to Florida; the trips to a third 
world.few want to see.

Have you had a third world 
experience lately? Haiti: "the 
worst situation of poverty in this 
hemisphere.” 

“I went to Haiti about three 
months ago and the conditions 
there are worse than ever," says 
Michacl. "You go into the slums 
and you sce - with your Own eyes 
~ little children dying in greater 
numbers than ever before. Dying 
of simple things that are ridicu 
*lously easy to cure. 

“In the third world, kids get 
diarrhea, dehydrate and die - at 
the rate of 38,000 per year. 

“What we're talking about is 
not like anything in this country, 
he continues. "People don't eat 
lavishly in our soup kitchens but 
they cat well - spaghetti and meat- 
balls, beans and franks or some- 
thing that will nourish them. 

{What we're talking about in 
the third world is just bare subsis- 
tence to keep people alive.”

Haiti: rice and beans every day, 
365 days a year, if you're one of 
the lucky kids. 

“One meal of rice and beans 
provided by Food for the Poor, at 
school, is their only meal of the 
day - and they're tickled to get 
that just to stay alive,” says 
Hickey. “It docsn’t take much to 
help. Ten or 20 American dollars 
feed dozens of school kids a meal 
a day for months. 

“We spend $10 or $20 so fool 
ishly in this county that it means 
absolutely nothing to us. 

"I went into one home there 
where all they had amongst the 
whole family was a little vial of 
milk powder - and they wanted to 
share it with me ... because | was 
there. 

"Three-quarters of the world is 
living this way but we don't sce it 
It’s hidden from our eyes but that 
doesn't mean it's going away. In 
fact, it's getting worse 

The Hickeys have adopted the 
credo of Ferdinand Mahfood, who 
founded Food for the Poor in 
1982 in an effort to “build a living 
bridge between God's people in 
the United States with His people 
the destitute poor of Haiti and 


Jamaica.” 

"Basically, Ferdy, Terri and 1 
consider ourselves beggars,” says 
Michael. "If your children were 
starving, wouldn't you beg? These 
are all our children in the family 
of God. 

1 think God is found more on 
the fringes of society than in the 
mainstream,” he continues 
‘Amongst the poor, the marginal- 
ized, the rejected, the oppressed - 
because the people you find there 
know more about God and teach 
you more about God. 

Every time Terri and I have 
gone to Haiti, we've gone down 
with the intention of giving and 
have always come back receiving 
more than we've given - because 
we're humbled when we go there. 
We learn more from them about 
what counts, 

The people in Haiti have noth- 
ing at all of a material nature 
They don't have food or clothing 
or education, Many don't have 
homes, But they still have joy and 
camaraderie,”

"Wired" Starring Michael 
Chiklis, Lucinda Jenney, Patti

The whole idea kind of makes 
you want to gag. 

John Belushi did not die with 
dignity. Most certainly the media 
did not let him rest in peace, but 
turned his early death at 33 into a 
feeding frenzy, with juicy gossip 
as the bait. As this film, based on 
Bob Woodward's best-seller, does 
nothing to dig beneath the surface 
of all that mud flung in Belushi’s 
direction, you kind of wonder 
why il was pul together. It's not as 
if the film offers any insight as to 
why this talented comedian lived 
with a death wish, 

Woodward, that famous inves- 
tigative reporter from "The 
Washington Post," wrote his book 
after Belushi's widow, Judy 
Jacklin Belushi, invited him to do 
so. There are a couple of refer- 
ences to this invitation in the 
movic, as if the film needed justi- 
fication. Perhaps it does. 

John Belushi died in 1982, Not 
so long ago. He has friends and 
family who obviously did not 
want to be associated with this 
film, as we never see many of the 
people Woodward mentioned in 
his book. Robin Williams, who 
was with Belushi the night he 
died, never shows up. Nor does 
friend Carrie Fisher or any of the 
cast from "Saturday Night Live,” 
with the exception of Dan 
Aykroyd, who comes off as a 
none-too-bright sidekick. 


‘We never

obscurity to fame, No attempt is 
made to try and explain Belushi’s 
compulsive personality. An even 
greater cinematic sin is the fact 
that we are left with no sense of 
the comic mind that came up with 
all those "Saturday Night Live" 
skits many of us still treasure 

, Sure, we see Michael Chiklis 
in a killer bee costume, we watch

an entire, unfunny samurai skit, a 
Blues Brother's song is per- 


formed. But we could watch these 
in re-runs. It's not the same as 
showing us how they came about. 
We never even get a glimmer of 
the inspiration behind all that cre- 
ativity, never even see a member 
of "SNL" other than Aykroyd. 

If the filmmakers wanted to 
avoid churning out a typical 
biopic by ignoring Belushi’s early 

inc. But you can't sidestep 

life's history in favor of a 
surrealistic look at the night he 
died, Audiences want more than a 
little fluff for their six bucks. 

What the film does have going 
for it is a spirited, intense perfor- 
mance by Chiklis and an interest- 
ing interpretation of Woodward's 
book by screenwriter Earl Mac 
Rauch and director Larry Peet 

The press kit makes note of the 
“Capra-ish” adaptation of the 
book. Well, that’s stretching it a 
bit, but the idea of a guardian 
angel arriving at the moment of 
death and casing Belushi into his 
new existence really does work 
Not only does it help to keep the 
film from looking like an absolute 
of muckraking trash, but it 
let's us imagine the way a fast- 
talking, outrageous personality 
like Belushi would react to his 
own death. Factual? Realistic? 
No, but it is an entertaining con- 
cept and, aside from Chiklis’ fine- 
ly honed performance, there isn’t 
much else going on here. 

The technique, however, of let- 
ting Belushi and his guardian 
angel, played with a no-nonsense 
vitality by Ray Sharkey, gets pret- 
ty weird as it winds down. The 
film intermingles Belushi's life, 
told via flashbacks with him look- 
ing on, and Woodward's inter- 
views. It all comes together 
toward the end, so we have 
Woodward in the Beverly Hills 
bungalow, watching the comic 
ic. 

Okay, we all get the sense that 
Woodward really got to know his 
subject, but this is ridiculous. 
Woodward seems to have covered 
all the bases when writing his 
book, as his interviews with fami- 
lv and friends are well document-

ed. If the book had been used as a 
real source material and not just 
as a sort of whimsical influence, 
this could have been a powerlul 
tragedy, even with the artsy pre- 
sentation. 

All in all, "Wired" does little to 
dissuade some of the tastelessness 
of a movie based on the death of a 
man who so influenced an entire 
generation and who died only 
recently. After all, this guy still 
has family around and you can't 
help but fecl badly that his death 
is still being resurrected in order 
to make a buck 

It was just too soon to tell the 
story, too many people are still 
affected by it. As tacky as it might 
sound, this project would have 
faired better in 25 years. A couple 
of decades from now people's 
careers would be winding down 
and they may not have minded 
being associated with a film 
chronicling their involvement 
with Belushi, But nooooo, they 
just couldn't wait:
